No change is reported from the east, 
but the Russian offensive in Armenia 
apparently is assuming powerful prepa- 
rations. Petrograd reports the reoccu- 
pation of the important Armenian town 
of Mush and the capture of 2,300 pris- 
oners at Rachta. 

The Italians, who are pushing their 
offensive on the extreme north of the 
Austro-Italian line, claim the capture 
of several Austrian positions. There 
has been an increase in artillery ac- 
tivity along the Isonzo, but no infan- 
try actions have been reported. 


MAUREPAS TAKEN 
BY FRENCH TROOPS. 


Paris, August 24.—French troops to- 
day completed the occupation of Mau- 
repas and carried their line 200 meters 
beyond the town on a front of two kil- 
ometers, according to tonight’s com- 
munication, 

Tonight's communication says: 

“North of the Somme, about 5 o'clock 
in the afternoon, we attacked German 
positions in the Maurepas region. Aft- 
er carrying in a single dash that part 
of the village which the enemy still 
occupied and adjoining trenches we es- 
tablished a line 200 meters beyond a 
front of about two kilometers, stretch- 
ing from the pailroad north of the 
village to Hill 121 on the southeast. We 
took prisoner 200 Germans during this 
operation and captured a dozen machine 
guns. 

“South of the Somme the artillery 
duel continues in the Estrees and Li- 
hons sector. 

“On the right bank of the Meuse the 
enemy launched many hand grenade at- 
tacks against our new front between 
Thiaumont and Fleury. These broke 
down under our fire. We made slight 
progress beyond the eastern outskirts 
of Fleury. The day’s combats brought 
the day’s total of prisoners in this 
sector to 300, of which eight were of- 
ficers.” 


BRITISH ADVANCE 
SOUTH OF THIEPVAL. 


London, August 24.—British troops 
have advanced 300 yards south of 
Thiepval, capturing a German trench 
400 yards in length and many prisoners, 
said an official statement issued by the 
war office tonight. 

The statement reads: 

“South of Thiepval this afternoon we 
made a further advance of 300 yards, 
capturing an enemy trench 400 yards 
in length. Many prisoners are being 
taken in this sector. Yesterday 62, in- 
cluding two officers, were passed back. 
These are in addition to 164 already 
reported. Today a further number was 
taken, the exact number not yet being 
ascertained. ¢ 

“A hostile bombing attack against 
our new trenches north of Bazentin- 
Le-Petit was easily repulsed last night. 
There has been considerable hostile 
shelling this evening along our front, 
mainly in reply to our bombardment.”

Paris, August 24.—The beard of the 
French soldier is doomed in an army 
order directing that the men at the 
front shave all but moustaches. The 
order brought an outburst of nqueee~ 
ous and ironic discussion in the trench 
newspapers, to which some of the most 
famous French artists, philosophers 
and literary men have contrtfbuted. 

General Pierre Cherfils, reasoning 
technically, excuses the measure be- 
cause “the beard of a trooper weighs 
on an average of 60 grammes. With two 
million men at the front this brings 
the aggregate weight to 120 tons. It 
was natural that the staff should think 
of relieving the army of this consider- 
able and useless weight.”

Reported to Be Damaged. 

London, August 24.—The Deutschland 
returned home slightly damaged, ac- 
cording to an Exchange Telegraph dis- 
patch Band The Hague, which ‘says this 
information is contained in a telegram 
from Bremen. The members of the, 
crew were unwilling, it adds, to give 
details of the return voyage. 

The arrival of the submarine sut- 
prised her owpers, as she was not ex- 
pected to dock within a week. 

Reports of the return of the German 
submarine Deutschland from the Wnited 
States are corroborated in telegram 
received at Amsterdam from Bremen, 
as forwarded by Reuter’s correspond- 
ent. 

According to this informfttion, the 
Deutschland traveled 4,200 miles on 
her homeward voyage. At the begin- 
ning the sea was tempestuous, but 
later it became more calm. The 
Deutschland proved to be able to navi- 
gate the stormy seas excellently. Hep 
engines worked faultlessly. No ice- 
bergs were pagsed on the journey. 

The American government, says the 
dispatch, acted in a correct manner aa 
a neutral, rigorously enforcing respect 
for its frontier from British and French 
warships by the employment of its 
own men-of-war, 

After a British cruiser entered Ches- 
apeake bay at night even more ef- 
fective measures were taken to enforce 
neutrality. No less than eight British 
warships, it is said, were on the alert, 
surrounded by numerous small Amer- 
ican vessels which had been chartered 
for the purpose of placing nets and 
obtaining information as to the move- 
ments of the Deutschland. Neverthe- 
less, the submarine succeeded in leav- 
ing undetected. A distance of 100 miles 
was traversed under water without 
difficulty. 


Bremen to Arrive Soon. 

London, August 24.—The German 
submarine Bremen, reported to be pro- 
ceeding to the United States, is well 
on its way, according to an Exchange 
Telegraph dfspatch Frans Copenhagen. 
The dispatch says Alfred Lohmann, 
head of the Ocean -Wavigation company, 
which owns the Bremen, asserts he has 
received a message from the submarine 
and that it will arrive in America in 
a few days,

WILSON WINS AGAIN. 

President Wilson has achieved another 
far-reaching victory in the interest of peace, 
this time of industial peace, in the now 
practically certain aversion o! 
strike which would have brought business 
chaos, community distress and personal sutf- 
fering to almost every section of the United 
States 

He has convinced the railroad officials 
that they must accept his proposal of an 
eight-hour day for their employees and be. 
gin the arbitration at that point in order to 
avoid a strike. 

Neither President Wilson's master di- 
plomacy in keeping us out of war with Ger- 
many and solving the Mexican problem 
which threatened a long and bloody cam 
paign upon an arbitration basis, is more to 
his credit than this last master stroke in 
averting the havoc that would have reached 
into the remotest country home, if the 
400,000 railway trainmen had gone on a 
strike and traffic the nation over had been 
tied up. 

The railroad crisis and the part which 
the president. has played in it gives further 
insight into the character of this remark- 
able man. His high ideals, his exalted sense 
of duty to the public, and, withal, the liberal! 
attitude he has assumed in public affairs. 
are brought again to the forefront. But 
more than anything else, there is empha- 


‘sized the fact that Woodrow Wilson not only

Seeing at the outset that settlement de- 
manded concessions from both sides, he se- 
cured them first from the labor organizations, 
then went to the railroads with his proposal. 
For several days they stood out against him, 
but seeing that public approval and public 
sympathy were with the president, they 
could resist no longer. They have come over 
to his viewpoint and the aversion of the 
great strike is now a practical certainty. 

Woodrow Wilson has kept us out of war 
with Germany. He has kept us out of war 
with Mexico. He has averted what would 
have been a still greater calamity, the 
tying up of all railroad traffic in the United 
States. He has done all these things with- 
out the subversion of a single principle of 
honor, fairness or good faith. He has won 
and is fairly entitled to the distinction of 
the greatest of modern presidents’ of the 
United States. No champion of public rights 
has arisen to guard their interests more 
jealously, or fought for them more zealously.

HOTEL MAN DENIES 
SOUANDERING MONEY 


Injunction Is Granted Prohibit- 
ing Mrs. Hines From 
Entering Hotel. 


Answering his wife"’s accusations 
a cross bill which he filed in the snu- 
perlor court yesterday Harry Hamilton 
Hines, manager of the Imperial hotel, 
denied many of the charges, and ex- 
plained others. The accusation that he 
had received money for which he did 
not account was denied, and likewise 
was the Charge that he had induced 
his wife, Mrs. Minnie Farley Hines, 
shortly after their marriage, to draw a 
check for $23,000 which he is said to 
have spent in six weeks’ time. 

An injunction was granted by Judge

guests. Hines claims that his wife has 
a bad temper, and often flies into a 
rage, offending the guests of the hotel 
as ‘she pleases. She has stated, accord- 
ing to the petition, that she would run 
any guests whom she disliked from the 
hotel. The hearing of the suit has 
been set for September 2. 

Asking that a receiver be appointed 
for the Imperial hotel, Attorney® Hines 
and Jordan filed a bill in the superior 
court Thursday afternoon on behalf of 

. Oo. Viekery & Co., who leased the 
hotel to Hines on last July 10, who had 
previously operated the hotel, becom- 
ing transferees of the lease from the 
Imperial company, owner of the hotel 
building. The receivership hearing was 
31, and Judge Pendleton 
signed an order enjoining Hines from 
disposing of any of the hotel's: funds, 
except when actually necessary to car-

' It is claimed in the bill that the hotel 
was leased for $15,094, and that Hines 
paid $6,700 of this in cash. The rent 
was to be $1,000 per month.

From that day on 
he spoke daily from three to six times, 
and nightly since Atlantans have been 
treated to the unique spectacle of a 
multi-millionaire speaking to ward au- 
diences in the open air and in tents, 
asking them to nominate him for a
